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THE PRESIDENT AHEAD. 
The Agreat struggle oyer the New York 
Custom-House nominations, between Pres­ 
ident Hayes aud Senator Cockling, has at 
last ended in a triumph for the President. 
The Senate went into ao executiye session 
on Monday evening to consider the nomi­ 
nations, and though Cockling strained 
every nerye to defeat the appointment o 
Mr. Merritt, as Collector of the Port o 
New York, the Seoate confined the nomi­ 
nations by a vote of 33 to 24. This is cer­ 
tainly a signal victory for Mr. Hayes, and 
it 
can 
not 
fail to be a humilia­ 
tion to Mr. Cockling. He has been unre­ 
lenting in hie hostility toward the Presi­ 
dent and for personal reasons undertook 
the task ot defeating the appointment of 
Mr. Merritt. For several months it was 
thought he would finally succeed in pre­ 
venting the confirmation of the appoint­ 
m ent He had a powerful grip on the Repub­ 
lican party of New York. For years he had 
virtually controlled the appointments of 
that State, and demanded that right under 
President 
Hayes* administration. 
The 
President joined issue with the Senator 
on that 
point, 
and 
gave 
the 
dashing and proud New York Senator to 
understand that he was not President as 
regarded the New York appointments- 
This raised the ire of Conklin*, and from 
that hour he sought to defeat the civil ser­ 
vice policy of the President. Mr. Cockling 
can now see that he has made a grave mis­ 
take, and that neither the State of New 
York, nor the great mass ot people of oth­ 
er States, give him any sympathy. 
The President's message sent to the Sen­ 
ate on Friday afternoon totally unmanned 
Mr. Conkiing. It caused him to lose the grip 
he seemed to have on the weasand of Re* 
pubhcanism in New York. The message 
was an important document, carefully writ­ 
ten, honorable in tone, and just in its con­ 
clusions. Among other things the Presi­ 
dent undertook to tell the Senators that 
the Custom-House in New York “collects 
more than two-thirds ot all the customs 
revenues of the government. Its adminis­ 
tration is a matter not of local interest, 
merely, but is ot great importance to the 
people of the whole country. 
For a long 
period of time it n&s been used to manage 
and control political affairs. 
The officers 
suspended by me are and for several years 
have been engaged in the active personal 
management of the party politics of the 
city and State of New York. 
The duties 
of the offices held by them have bjen re­ 
garded as of subordinate importance to 
their partisan work. 
Their offices have 
been conducted as a part of the political 
machinery under their control. 
They 
have made the custom house the center of 
partisan political management. A custom 
house should De a business office. It should 
be conducted 
on business principles.*’ 
Every 
honest 
man 
would respond, 
amen, to these words of jibe President, 
because they are 
words 
of 
wisdom 
and are spoken for the public good. 
He 
then improved the opportunity to also tell 
the Senators that he believed that the people 
of New York and of the country generally 
wish the Custom House to be administered 
solely with a view to public interest “it ii 
my purpose to do all in my power to in* 
troduce into this great officereforms which 
the country desires. With my information 
in the tacts oi the case and with a sense of 
the responsible obligation imposed upon 
me by the Constitution, to ‘ take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed,* I regard­ 
ed I. as my plain duty to suspend the offi­ 
cers in qaesuoQ, and to make the nomina­ 
tion now before the Senate in order that 
this important office may be honestly and 
efficiently administered.*’ 
Tne message was such a common sense 
document and was so honest and sincere in 
its tone, that it made a deep impression on 
the public mind and undoubtedly caused 
a few Senators to vote for confirmation 
who woald otherwise have followed the 
beck ot Conking. 
That the President is right and Cookling 
wrong, there can be no difference of opin­ 
ion among men who are not blinded by 
party ism. 
That the New York Custom- 
House has been a political machine shop 
for many years there is no doubt. 
The 
revenues may have beeu honestly collected' 
but aside from collecting the revenues, it 
also assumed the responsibility to manage 
and otherwise control the appointments 
and politics ot New York under the dicta­ 
torship of Senator Conkiing. 
In other 
words. Senator Conkiing and Collector 
A rthur jointly undertook to be President 
bo far as the New York appointments are 
concerned. 


To give this question a practical bearing, 
and to illustrate the unwise position of 
Cookling and Arthur, suppose that Post­ 
master Patterson, ot this city, whose man­ 
agement of the postoffice is commended by 
ail regardless of party, should make that 
office the headquarters tor a political ring, 
and should demand the right to control 
city caucuses, county conventions, county 
nominations, 
and 
Legislative 
nomi­ 
nations; 
would 
that 
sort 
of 
conduct 
meet 
with 
the 
approval 
of men who desired to see a “square deal,** 
and ot the great masses of voters iu the 
county who wanted to have as mach to 
say about who shall be nominated as the 
supposed postoffice nog? Of course it 
would cot. It would be condemned by 
ninety-nine voters out of a hundred. They 
would not support a party which would 
allow this sort ot political management. 
The Custom-House ot New York has been 
just such an institution, aud because the 
President has had the courage to make a 
reform he should receive the congratula­ 
tions of the country.

Archbishop Henni arrived in the United 
States from Rome in 1829 and first settled 
in Baltimore, and moved to Milwaukee 
thirty-five years ago.

not strong in purse. 
The young priest 
went to work with a spirit of earnestness, 
self-denial,

diocese become one of the most important 
in the West. His diocese has increased 
since 1814, from 2,900 communicants to 
180,000, and from about half a dozen 
small churches to 250 commodious edifices.

Clerk of Outagamie County.

A p p l e t o n , Feb. 3.—The defalcation and 
sudden disappearance of County Clerk 
William H. Lanphear have created a sen­ 
sation the like of which this city and Oat 
agamic County have not experienced for 
years. No man in the county had the 
confidence of the people more fully than 
the now departed Lanphear. He had held 
the office of County Clerk for fourteen 
years, and at three or .four elections tbe 
Republicans had joined the Democrats in 
casting their votes for him. The committees 
appointed by the County Board, each year, 
to make an investigation into the manage­ 
ment of the various county offices, simply 
took Lanphear’s word that everything was 
all right in the county clerk’s office.

was exceedingly desirable, he was sought

Illinois, and now 
a reward of $500 is offered for his return. 
The county will lose the the whole amount 
nearly $5,000, as Lanphear has no proper­ 
ty and gave no bonds. His conduct causes 
deep regret on all sides, and the regret is

TO PENSIONERS. 
How It is Proposed to Pay the Ar* 
rears or Pensions—A Mew Loan. 


W ashington, Feb. 3.—The vote of the 
House on the bill presented by Mr. Burch* 
ard, of Illinois, to issue $40,900,000 of 
bonds to provide for the payment of the 
arrears of pensions, indicates that a bill 
can be carried through by a large majori­ 
ty, and it is the Intention of the Appropri­ 
ation Committee to report a bill appro­ 
priating $5,000,000 for disbursement dur­ 
ing the present fiscal year, and $10,000,000 
during the next fiscal year. Commissioner 
Bentley says that under this bill every 
pensioner of the United States will receive 
an average of $750 each. Mr. Mr. Bent­ 
ley also says that if Congress will appro­ 
priate 
money 
and 
give 
him 
twenty-five additional clerks he will pre­ 
pare for settlement under this bill the 
claims of all persons now on tbe pension 
rolls. Mr. Bentley is now sending out cir­ 
culars to pensioners informing them of the 
provisions of the bill, and how to make ap­ 
plication for the money. He also instructs 
peusioners 
not 
to 
intrust 
their 
cases to claim agents or attorneys of any 
sort, but to apply directly to the depart­ 
ment. The claim agents are making war 
on Bentley on this account, and some o ’ 
tbe Washington papers have been fall o/ 
abuse of him.

Edward King's Letter to Boston Journal. 
One of the most interesting places in 
Richmond, V a, is the studio ol the sculp­ 
tor Valentine, whose name has become 
familiar to the American public by means 
of the clever bust called "The Nation’s 
Ward,” which represents a saucy looking 
darkey with an old armv cap perched on 
bis wool. 
Mr. Valentine, who is a real en­ 
thusiast in his profession, and whose talent 
Is now ripening uoder the pressure of la­ 
bor and serious work, is very well known 
in England, and has sent very many of the 
products oi his chisel there. The recum­ 
bent statue of Lee. which is at Lexington, 
in this State, is exceedingly well done. Mr. 
Valentine is now engaged upon a classical 
subject, which he intends to show ut an 
English Royal Academy exbibiiloa. 
It 
represents Andronacbe after her parting 
with Hector, and as she sits musing with 
her distaff lying idly in her lap, and with 
young Astyanax tagging at her robe. 
Mr. Valentine finds much difficulty iu 
getting the colored folks to sit or stand as 
models. These humble people are willing 
enough to earn the money offered until 
they see the mysterious paraphernalia® of 
the artists’ studios, and find the artists 
looking closely at them. 
Then they be­ 
gin to be troubled aud are anxious to be off. 
A prime source of trouble in employing 
them 
is 
that 
they 
cannot 
be 
brought to understood that the artist wants 
them in all the picturesqueness aod ragged* 
ness of their street costume. 
It he finds 
some darkey in some obscure corner, clad 
in all colors of the rainbow, ana famishing 
the very type atter which he has been 
searching for montns, and bids him come 
"just as he is” to the studio next day, he Is 
horrified to see the colored man appear in 
his best Sunday clothes, possibly arrayed 
lo the doubtiu! splendor of a red necktie, 
a id green gloves. Ile has infinite trouble, 
also, in arranging a model in an? desired 
position. The inevitable tendency to slouch 
asserts itself in five minutes, and the artist 
is compelled to give up in despair. 
On 
one occasion, Mr. Shepard found an old 
negro man whose appearance was so re­ 
markable that he seduced the miserable 
black-moor from his oxen and persuaded 
him to give him a sitting. 
The old man 
watched the aru it’s preparation with trou* 
bled looks tor s h u g time, and at last, he 
said softly, "Mas’r I’m jest gwme out to 
look atter dem cattle.” 
The artist realized 
that hts subject was escaping him, and 
desperately endeavored to induce him to 
remain, but the darkey said, "Fo’ God. 
Mas'r. Tse cornin’ right back; Fm jes’ goin’ 
to look after dem cai tie,” aod he departed.

The electric fire alarm system is gradu­ 
ally bting increased and furthered in the 
city, thanks to the enterprise of the mem­ 
bers of the department, who have done 
all of the work themselves and who have 
paid nearly all the bills. There are now on 
the West side five places where alarms are 
received, and with a little farther improve 
ment 
alarms 
can 
also 
be 
sent 
from 
these 
points 
to 
the 
engine boose. 
A line runs from the 
Harris works to the engine house so that 
the night watchman there can let it be 
known at once if he sees a blaze. On the 
East side there are eighteen points from 
which alarms can be sent, or can be 
received. One of the members has just 
moved down in the vicinity of the shoe 
factory, and a line will be at once run down 
to his honse, from the engine house. 
The 
East 
side 
fire 
lads 
also 
propose 
to send the line across the river near the 
shoe factory and connect with the Harris 
works, so that an alarm rrom there can be 
as readily received or given as from any of 
the other points. The gradual increase 
in this electric alarm system is a unique 
feature of the history of Janesville, as In 
most 
cities* 
such 
advantages 
are 
only 
secured 
by 
heavy 
appropriations, and a corps of scientists 
aud contractors to share the plunder. The

The Common Council was convened in 
regular session, last evening, at the City 
Hall, Mr. President Davies in the chair, 
and ail the Aldermen present except Al­ 
dermen Hemming, Joyce and Lawrence. 
The journal of the last meeting was read 
and approved. 
The Clerk read a communication from 
J. A. Sleeper, Esq., of Chicago, informing 
the Mayor that uuless the ;Council took 
favorable action on the claim of Mrs. 
Jones, he should invite the city to appear 
before Uncle Sam, at Madison. 
The January reports of the Board of Ed­ 
ucation, and the Police Justice were re­ 
ceived and referred. 
A few bills were read by the Clerk and 
referred. 
President Davies presented a petition of 
citizens, asking the Council to take no ac­ 
tion looking to the erection of water works 
at this time. The petition was received 
and placed en file. 
Ald. Church—“I move for an order for 
the construction of two cisterns in each 
ward, of the capacity of five hundred bar­ 
rels each; to be located bv the Aldermen 
of each ward, and the Chief Engineer of 
the Fire Department tor are purposes. The 
work ti be let by sealed proposals to the 
lowest responsible bidder, and to be con­ 
structed atter specifications for the same» 
and the said contractors shall give good 
and sufficient bonds—to be spproved by 
the Council—that the said cisterns shall 
hold water for five years and be located 
by the Aldermen of each ward, and 
that a committee of one from each ward 
be appointed aa a committee.” 
Ald. McKinney moved that the motion be 
laid on the table. Adopted. 
There beiog no question before the 
Council, siree and easy debate ensued rn 
relation to fire protection. Ald. Church 
maintaining that with the protection of 
these cisterns, more property, located re­ 
mote from the river, could be reached by 
the Fire Department than from any other 
proposed method, and at a much less cost. 
Ald. McKinney maintained that the tax­ 
payers owning property back from the 
river preferred to trust to the solvency of 
insurance companies, rather than in the 
scant supply of water furnished by such a 
system, when the cost of insurance was no 
greater than the tax from building cisterns. 
Ald.Fitzgibbon moved to reconsider the 
order, passed at the last meeting, author- 
izmg the two engine houses to be connect* 
sd by telegraph. 
Adopted. 
Ald. McKinney moved that the work of 
connecting the two houses by telegraph 
be let by contract, and the clerk author­ 
ized to advertise lor bids. Lost. 
Ald. McKinney then moved an indefi­ 
nite postponement of the whole question, 
which prevailed. 
Ald. Vankirk, from the Finance Com­ 
mittee, reported in favor of allowing sun­ 
dry bills, which was concurred in. 
Ald. Fitzgibbcc, from the Gas Commit­ 
tee, reported, back all applications for 
lamp posts, in the hands of his committee, 
without recommendation, stating that in 
many places where lamp posts were asked 
for they had already been /erected. and 
if the applications were all in the hands of 
the Council they could be called up at any 
time and acted upon. 
Ald. McKinney wanted the G&sjCommlt- 
tce to report each particular lamp post 
which had been referred .to them, and put 
his remarks in shape of a motion of in­ 
struction to that committee. After Ald. 
Fitz^ibbon and McKinney had given the 
council several quantities of gas in the 
way of sharp personal “cross fires,” the 
motion was adopted.
